CLEAN THEH OUT. 


The last two issues of the SENTINEL 
ve been burdened with the details 


of the murder of a young railroad 
man at Swinncy Park on the Fourth 
of July. They have certainly re- 
vealed a shocking state of affiurs in 
this city. The revelations thus far 
made show a degree of degradation 
and beastliness which is not surpris- 
ing to police officers, reporters, or 
others who are constantly brought in 
contact with depraved specimens of 
manhood and womanhood; but it 
must, we think, be a shoek to the 
•worthy men and women who know lit- 
tle or nothing of life outside their 
immediate circles, and fondly imagine 
that because all is fair and pleasaut 
within their view, the world is really 
not so bad as it has been painted. 


The habits, manner** of life and cus- 


toms of the vile men and women who 
live in the back streets and alleys and 
hover about the outskirts of the city 
are shocking 
beyond description. 


Many of the most shameless and hard- 
ened prostitutes are not over fifteen 
or sixteen years of. age, -while some of 
the most degraded and desperate of the 
male criminals are young men who 
have scarcely attained the majority. 
Many of these .moral outlaws are sons 
and daughters of worthy, respectable 
families who are bringing the grey 
hairs of their aged parents down in 
sorrow to the grave, and causing the 
blush of shame to mantle the cheeks 
of their brothers and sisters. 


The SENTINEL believes that some 


organized effort should be made to rid 
the city of the terrible pests who are 
scattering abroad moral and physical 
disease, polluting the boys and girls 
who are growing up in our midst, ad- 
ding heavily to the tazes paid by our

If the council 
would pass an ordinance prohibiting 
the giving of any public ball without 
a license, and giving the mayor power 
to grant or refuse a license according 
to his discretion the evil could be 
mitigated. 
His honor would grant 


licenses to all organizations and re- 
spectable individuals, but LEW CLARK 
and his gang would be refused. This 
man LEW CLARK should be driven 
Erom the city and his dive closed. 


We presume it is needless to suggest | 


to our well fed, well paid and well 
dressed city clergymen that here is a 
iield for missionary effort and hard 
Christian labor which . needs cultiva- 
tion. The work would' be a hard one; 
it would require patience, and self 
denial, and courage, 
and steady, 


persistent labor. 
But there is no 


doubt that many of these outcasts 
could be reclaimed and made useful, 
honorable men and women, if the 
proper means were used. 
Who ever 


heard of one of our clergymen making 
any effort in that direction? Whenwas 
a Presbyterian, or an Episcopalian, or 
a Baptist or any other kind of minis- 
ter known to make any special endeav- 
orsto reach thisclass? Never—thatis, 
hardly ever. They are as completely 
given over to heathendom, in this city 
of schools and churches, as the bar- 
barians of Asia and the savages of 
Africa, who are being looked after by 
foreign missionaries. If nothing can 
be done for them, then Christianity is 
ICES of a power than we are yet ready 
to believe. 


THE house of POWERS and WEIGHTMAI.-, 


•who have had &• twenty-years monopoly 
on quinine, and made about tbat many 
million dollars out of it, are sorely dis- 
tressed over the action of congress in re- 
moving the duty. The country rejoices all 
the same.—Indianapolis Journal. 


This is a startling admission to come 


from one of the most rampant protec- 
tionist organs in the country. The 
quinine tax for the benefit of two 
Philadelphia firms is denounced by 
the Journal, yet it is but one of thou- 
sands of'.dnfaea imposed at the expense 
of the.,maksffi for the purpose of 
building'.jiijJsSfmonopolies to rob and 
oppress tl»j)eople.

He was 
taken before Mayor Charles, where his 
trial is now in progress. 
A lawsuit 


pending between the parties was the 
cause of the disturbance. 


MUTINEERS 
CAPTURE A STEAMER. 


City of Mexico, June 30.—On the 


26th, part of the crew of the Mexican 
war steamer Libertad, at Vera Cruz, 
mutineered and seized the steamer 
while tho commander was on shore. 
Simultaneously some officers of the 
Vera Cruz garrison attempted to raise 
a revolt. Nine of the rebels were 
killed. The steamer Libertad went to 
sea and other steamers went in pur- 
suit. While the government has ap- 
parently mastered the situation, a 
reign of terror has prevailed since the 
revolt of the garrison. AH merchants 
are hostile to the government because 
of the passage of a law against con- 
traband trade, and they nave ever 
since been in a state of quasi revolt. 
Tt is believed that the nine rebels were 
assassinated in the guard house on the 
pretext that they lind attempted to 
escape. The resignation of Seama- 
cona, Mexican minister to the United 
States, is officially denied. 


AN KSGLJBH OFFICEtt ON TRIAL. 
London, July 7.—A dispatch from 


Cape Town, June 17th, says: The 
court of inquiry convened for the pur- 
pose of examining into the conduct of 
Lieut. Carey in command of the es- 
corting party to which the prince im- 
perial was attached at the time of his 
death, finds the lieutenant did not 
understand the position in which he 
stood towards the prince, and \vas not 
aware that he was expected to exer- 
cise any special guardianship or care 
over his person. The court, however, 
goes on to censure him for proceeding 
to reconnoitre without sufficient escort, 
for halting and dismounting on dan- 
'erous ground, an act which betrayed 
leplorable want of military prudence. 
The courts find no attempt was made 
by Lieutenant Carey to rally his es- 
cort and to confront the enemy. After 
the court of inquiry, a court martial 
was organized to try the lieutenant. 
Lieutenant Carey sets up in his own 
defence that he was in charge of the 
party when the prince was killed; and 
the evidence thus far submitted some- 
what clears him of the charge of cow- 
ardice.

Panama, July 7.—The News-Herald 


of June 19th says passengers from the 
coast report a battle at Calamar and 
the capture of that point by the allied 
forces. The Chilian losses are stated 
to he 1,500 killed.

City of Mexico, June 30.—On the 
26th, part of the crew of the Mexican 
war steamer Libertad, at Vera Cruz, 
mutineered and seized the 
steamer 
while the commander was on shore. 
Simultaneously 
some officers of the 
Vera Cruz garrison attempted to raise 
revolt. 
Nine of the 
rebels were 
killed. 
The steamer Libertad went to 
sea and other steamers went in pur- 
suit. 
While the government has ap- 
parently 
mastered 
the situation, a 
reign of terror has prevailed since the 
revolt of the garrison. All merchants 
are hostile to the government because 
of the passage of a law against con- 
traband trade, and they have ever 
since been in a state of quasi revolt. 
It is believed that the nine rebels were 
assassinated in the guard house on the 
pretext that they had attempted to 
escape. 
The 
resignation 
of Seama- 
cona, Mexican minister to the United 
States, is officially denied.

understand the position in which he 
stood towards the prince, and was not 
aware that he was expected to exer- 
cise any special guardianship or care 
over his person.

for halting and dismounting on dan- 
gerous ground, an act which betrayed 
deplorable want of military prudence. 
The courts find no attempt was made 
by Lieutenant Carey to rally his es- 
cort and to confront the enemy. After 
the court of inquiry, a court martial 
was organized to try the lieutenant. 
Lieutenant Carey sets up in his own 
defence that he was in charge of the 
party when the prince was killed ; and 
the evidence thus far submitted some- 
what clears him of the charge of cow- 
ardice.

Cook on the water works question, has 
been presented to the water works 
board, and will be submitted to the 
council to-night. A SENTINEL re- 
porter waited upon the members of 
the water works board to-day, and 
generously offered to print the doc- 
ument in full in to-day's 
issue 
of 
the 
leading 
daily 
paper of 
northern 
Indiana. 
The 
commis- 
sioners 


ACKNOWLEDGED THE HONOR 
conferred 
upon 
them, but from 
a mistaken sense of propriety refused 
to allow the document to pass out of 
their hands until it is read to the 
council. 
The councilmen 
would 
doubtless have felt obliged if they 
could have had the report in print be- 
fore hearing it read. A polite r«. quest 
for a glance at the document was as 
politely, but firmly refused. 


SENTINEL reporters, however, when 
they go after news always get it. The 
following is a summary of the re- 
port of Mr. Cook, and although obtain- 
ed from outside sources, it may be 
relied upon as perfectly accurate : 


THE 
REPORT 
fills 
about seventeen pages of cap 
paper, and was prepared with great 
care, after thorough investigation. 


THE MOSES LANE PLAN 
of pipe distribution is recommended 
with a few alterations and additions. 
Mr. Cook's plan would make the total 
length of pipe 25 miles, instead of 21 
miles, as contemplated by the Lane 
plan 
The diameter of the main dis- 
tributing pipe will be 24 inches; of 
the other mains 20, 16 and 12 inches; 
of the branch pipes, 10, 8, 6 and 
inches. 


Mr. Cook thinks that an ample 
supply of water 
of 
good 
qual- 
ity 
can 
be 
obtained 
by 
the sinking of three large wells on the 
city park grounds on the north side, 
with an auxiliary pipe tapping the St. 
Joe River and Spy Run for a supply 
in case of fire or other emergency de- 
manding extra water. The location 
of the pumping works on the city 
park property is recommended. Mr. 
Cook also favors, as stated in the SEN- 
TINEL some days ago, the building of 


A LARGE EARTHEN RESERVOIR 
on 
Dewald's or Hamilton's 
high 
grounds, in the Seventh ward, this 
reservoir to have a capacity of 3,000, 
000 
gallons, 
the 
water to be 
pumped 
into the reservoir 
from 
the water works on the city park 
grounds. The reservoir is to be di- 
vided into two compartments, into 
one of which which the water is 
pumped, and from the other it is 
drawn. The building of this reser- 
voir will, in Mr. Cook's opinion, obvi- 
ate the necessity of erecting any filter- 
ing basin. The bottom of this res- 
ervoir would be 96 feet above thé 
level of the court house side-walks 
and the level of water in the reser- 
voir 
would be 40 feet higher, af- 
fording a head of 136 feet of water, 
which Mr. Cook believes to be suffi- 
cient for fire purposes 
in any 
emergency. 
However 
his 
plan 
comprises^ an 
arrangement 
by 
which the connection between the 
reservoir and the pumping works can 
be closed at any time, and the water 
be 


PUMPED DIRECTLY FROM THE ENGINES 
to any required height. 


As will be observed, Mr. Cook would 
dispense entirely with a stand pipe or 
filtering basin. His estimate of the 
outside expenses of the works to be 
constructed according to this plan, in 
the most thorough and workman-like 
manner, 
is 
$270,000. 
This 
in- 
cludes 
two 
large 
steam 
en- 
gines for pumping 
purposes. Mr. 
Cook does not discuss the relative ad- 
vantages of steam and water power 
for pumping purposes, leaving that 
question to be developed. 


He seems to anticipate no trouble 
about obtaining a sufficient supply of 
good water from wells, although his 
plan contemplates falling back upon 
the St. Joe River in case of emergency. 


T H E W A T E R 
VSTORKS B O A R D 
will accompany Mr. Cook's rej^rt 
with a brief report of their owg in 
which they will endorse Mr. dook 
highly as a man of capacity, exper- 
ience and integrity, and recommend 
the pouncil to order an election 
upoii the basis of this report. 
They 
will also express the belief that water 
works can now be erected as cheaply 
as at any time in the future, and will 
say that Mr, Cook's estimates at other 
points have always exceeded the ac- 
tual expenditures. 
They will suggest 
that the council authorize them to 
order 
the 
printing 
of 
suffi- 
cient copies of Mr. Cook's repor 
to 
supply every 
tax payer an 
householder in the city, so that they 
can be thoroughly posted upon the 
subject before voting. 


An ordinance will be introduced 
in the council to-night for the calling 
of a special election and wiil doubtless 
be adopted. 
The law requires twenty- 
one days notice of an election, which 
will afford ample time for a lively and 
heated campaign.
